THE FIRE FIEND 


Yisit« th^ Mammoth Establlsliment of 
Armour aii4 Co., at Kansas City 
—A Bad explosion. 


KANSAS Gm-, Mo., Oct. 29.—A fire 
which threatened to destroy the mam- 
moth packing honses of Armoor & Go., 
in Kaitsas Oity, was discovered in Uie 
fertilizer at 3 o'clock, this morning. The 
fire started in the south end of the 
building, and spread with amazing ra- 
pidity. Armour's firemen were quickly 
on the scene, and were soon followed by 
the d^wrtments from this city, and 
from Kansas Oity, Kaa. Their com- 
bined efforts to extinguish the blaze 
were of no avail, and in half an hour 
they gave up the fig^t, and directed 
their efforts toward saving the adjoin- 
ing building. 


In this they were successful. In 
three quarters of an hour after the fire 
was discovered the east wall fell and 
soon afterward the entire building was 
in ruins and the contents wholly 'des- 
troyed. The loss is 6110,000—$30,000 
on the building, $60,000 on the ma- 
chineiy and $20,000 on the contents. 
The whole is fully covered by insurance. 
Robt. Parton, a negro who slept in the 
third story of the building, is supposed 
to have perished. 


AKBON, O., Oct. 29, 2 a. m.—^At a late 
hour last night the boiler in the new 
four-story brick block on South Main 
street, occupied by O'Neil & Diets, dry 
goods merchants, exploded. The build- 
ing took fire, and at this hour it is gutted 
and will be a total loss. The fire is 
burning through to Howard street, and 
the loss will be very heavy. To O'Niel 
N Deits it is estimated at $225,000; with 
an insurance of $160,000. 
The Tiger 
hat store, a three-story brick on Howard 
street, was also destroyed, with loss of 
about $15,000; and the Pullman restaur- 
ant, adjoining, loss about $8,000. The 
explosion was caused by escaping gas.

Becomes Violently Insane. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—^David Denni- 
son Gone, who was for a time General 
Grant's private secretary to sign land 
grants, was locked up last night at the 
First precinct station house a raving 
maniac.

He was always eccentric 
in dress and appearance and carries 
with him an autograph letter from Gen. 
Grant, speaking highly of his character.

Cinatemala Executes Seventeen Bevo- 
Intionary Iieaders. 


Cmr OP MEXICO, Oct. 29.—A telegram 
-from the capital of Guatemala received 
stating that 
seventeen 
revolutionary 
leaders had been captured and shot by 
Barilliaz, has given rise to some start 
ling rumors here. The most important 
one is that the revolution has been 
started in the mountainous districts of 
Guatemala, 
General Bamndiaz, an 
exiled Guatemalan, now resident in 
this city and that he had been furnished 
arms and money for the revolutionary 
scheme by Mexicans and parties in New 
York. 


It is said that had General Bamndiaz' 
scheme been successful he would have 
made himself president of Guatemala 
and would have formed his cabinet from 
exiles of the republic now living here. 
Thus far tweniy-four leaders of the rev- 
olution have been executed by the 
forces of Barilliaz.

—Two Men Killed and 
Others Injured. 


COUNCIL BIIUFPS, Iowa, Oct. 29.—^The 
Chicago, Milwaukee k St. Paul limited 
express, leaving here at 9:57 last even- 
ing, collided with a westbound freight 
train five miles east of this city, at 10:15 
o'clock.

collision occurred about a mile beyond 
that place.

THE liAST SERTICE 


Performed To-Day Over the Remains 
of Rev. Thomas M. O'licary. 


Not since the obsequies of the late 
Father Benoit has there been a funeral 
demonstration approaching the solemn 
occasion of to-day, when all that was 
mortal of the late lamented Rev. Father 
T. M. O'Leary was consigned to dust. 


The remains of the lamented dead had 
laid in state since Sunday afternoon, 
and an almost constant throng filed 
through the church during those hours 
when the doors of the edifice were 
thrown open to the public. 


The love and respect borne toward this 
young and promising priest was mani- 
festly marked during those hours; not 
alone among those of the faith, but 
Prostetants too, who from the depths of 
their hearts felt deep sorrow and the 
sincerest regret at the sudden demise 
of a man remarkable for his brilliant at- 
tainments and congeniality. 


The services were of an unusually im- 
pressive character. • As early as 8:30 
o'clock, 
this morning, the spacious 
Cathedral was gradually filled until 9 
o'clock, the hour of the opening service, 
when not a seat was to be procured. 
The atmosphere was laden with the fra- 
grance of the monument of choicest 
flowers that were banked around and 
above the beautiful rich casket. 


There was a hush of silence as the 
celebrant of the mass, Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Dwenger, stepped forward. The bishop 
was assisted by Very Rev. J. H. Bram- 
mer, Rev. J. F. Delaney, deacon. Rev. 
W. J. Qainlan, sub-deacon; Rev. John 
F. Lang, master of ceremonies; Rev. W. 
J. Bryne, assistant master of ceremo- 
nies. 


The sermon was preached by Bishop 
Dwenger. It was an effort of pathos 
and eloquence that reached down into 
the depths of the hearts of that vast 
audience so effectually that hardly a 
person refrained from disclosing how 
deep was his sorrow. 


At the close of the service an oppor- 
tunity was given to gaze for the last 
time upon the face of the dead. The 
features were as in life, "peaceful as 
though in a sleep.

THE CROXIX CASE. 


The Testimony Given at the Morning 
Session. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 
29.—A 
big crowd 
sought admission to Judge McConnell's 
court this morning and many-had to be 
denied. For a time the story circu- 
lated this morning that Cooney, "The 
Fox," was under arrest, but the officers 
around the states attorney's office de- 
nied it. It was proposed by the state 
to-day, after a few preliminary gather- 
ing up of threads of the white horse 
story, to go into the part which Camp 
20 played in the conspiracy. 


The fiist witness called by the state 
was Mrs. P. Dinan, the wife of the liv- 
erymen from whom Coughlin hired the 
white 
horse. 
Mrs. Dinan 
saw the 
stranger call for the horse in the even- 
ing, and heard part of his conversation 
with the hostler. Her testimony and 
description of the stranger corroborated 
that of Mr. Dinan the hastier. Mrs. 
Dinan also saw the horse returned. It 
was just 9:30 o'clock. 
The man came 
from the north; from toward Lincoln 
park. 


Tom F. O'Connor was then called: 
"Now we'll hear about Camp 20," said 
one of the counsel. He had been a 
member for years of Camp 20 of the 
united brotherhood, also known as the 
Columbia camp. 


"Right here on the threshold," inter- 
rupted Forrest, "I object to anything 
and everything relating to the history of 
the Clan-na Gael."

People tSlU be surprised to learn that 
the succulent bivalves which are so great 
a table luxury, have been taken into a 
combination by the principal Baltimore 
oyster houses, atid the prices raised. 
The . following circular received by a 
prominent Fort Wayne firm from a 
large firm of shippers in the above-meu- 
tioned city is seif-cxplanatory: 


"All the oyster packers of Baltimore 
city (excepting one othei: firm and J. 
Langrell & Bro.) formed a combination 
on October 14, 1889, agreeing not to sell 
standard oysters at less than $1 per 
gallon; also agreeing not to bry oysters 
from any commission merchant or cap- 
tain of any oyster boat who sold oysters 
to the above two firms.

If at any time you 
receive lower quotations or any rebates 
or discounts from Baltimore houses, 
don't stop your orders, but notify us 
and send us their offers, and we will 
meet same."

A NOTORIOUS GANG. 


CAREER 
OF THE 
YOUNGERS, 
THE MISSOURI OUTLAWS. 


The liead^r Active in C h u r c h W o r k 


Before He Became a Highwayman 
—Humor of t h e Outlaws. 


Speaking 
of 
the 
three 
Younger 
Brothers, imprisoned for life in Minne- 
sota for murdering the cashier of the 
Northfield Bank, the Kansas City Times 
sajs of these notorious companions of 
the James boys: 


Bob Younger's death in the Minne- 
sota Penitentiary brings back a flood of 
reminiscences to people • ho have lived 
in Jackson County ten years or more. 


During the earlier years of their oper- 
ations Cole Younger was living as a 
peaceful farmer at Lee's Summit. 
He 
was quite active in church work, es- 
pec ally in what is known as revival 
services. 
When it was nimored at one 
time that cer ain arrests would be made 
on account of crimes committed during 
the war. Co'e Younger moved to Texas, 
taking young Bob with him. 
There he 
also engaged in the good work of the 
church, and among other offices held 
that of Sunday-school superintendenl". 
It was not defin'tely known just what 
influences were brought to bear on Bob 
during these \ears, but it is likely he 
soon learned his brotLer's true charac- 
ter, as Cole is known to have been an 
inveterate gambler among other things, 
notwithstanding his religious preten- 
sions, and it is ^renerally believed t at 
he trained his brothers and others for 
the life he was leading himself. 


These brothers at various times showed 
a most .reckless regard for their safety. 
Some of their expìoi s were more hu- 
morous than criminal and many officers 
have been lessened in their own and 
others' estimation by the clever tricks 
played upon them by these accomplished 
highwaymen. 
At one time the three 
brothers came to Kansas City, acoom- 
panied by several members of their 
gang, and while they were indoors on 
one of the lower streets of the city their 
horses broke loose and strayed away. 
They coolly went to the police headquar- 
ters and sejured the assistance of the 
officers there to find their property. 
It 
^as not known until after they had rid- 
den away from the city that they were 
the long wanted Younger boys. 
It is 
said tbat this is even now one of the 
best professional jokes on the officers 
who thus entertained the robbers un- 
awares. 


Most of the new recruits among the 
robbers 
from time 
to 
t me 
were 
very young men. 
The princi] al ones 
were the Thompson and McDaniel boys. 
The yoiinger of the McDaniels was 
killed by his pursuers after the Hun- 
tington robbery. The other brother was 
in jail afcused of conspiracy in 
the 
Muncy robbery. 
While awaiting trial 
he broke jail and was shot in the leg by 
the pursuing officers. He eluded them, 
however, and, hid in a corn field near 
Lawrence. 
There he remained until 
driven by thirst and hunger to tali e des- 
perate ciiances. 
Early one morning he 
dragged himself towards a farmhouse to 
secure some food, and there an old 
farmer 
shot him 
down like a dog. 
D ok Buines, one of the gang, was found 
in a haystack near Independence with 
his head chopped off. Payne Jones was 
killed at Independence by Jim Crow 
Childs. 
01 Sheppard was killed by a 
posse that undertook to arrest him after 
the Russellville robbery. 
The grave of 
John Younger 
may ^e* be 
seen by 
the rosdside near a place called Chalk 
Leve\ in St. Clair County, where he 
was shot by a Chicago detec ive. 


1 he grim humor of the outlaws is best 
illustrated by an incident of their cap- 
ture of a sheriil'and his posse , sent out 
from Appleton City to a place ca'led 
Monegaw Springs in 
search of the 
Younger brothers. 
The o iicers were 
complety sur^ r sed by the robbers and 
easily captured. 
The man who carried 
the warrant for the arrest was made to 
eat it, it is said, but another st'jry is 
that,alai-med on account of his pos'-ession 
of the paper, fearing instant death at 
the hands of the outlaws when t should 
be discovered, he ate the document to 
save himself. 
The captives were taken 
to Monegaw and confined in ti e garret 
of the hotel wliile dinner was being pre 
pared. 
When their dinner was ready 
they were marched down and ordered 
to eat their last meal. 
The men stood 
around them w th drawn revolvers and 
commanded them to eat, as they did 
not want to kill hungry captives. 
They 
were compelled to eat enough lor four 
ordinary meals, the captors meanwhile 
discussing the ghastly processes of their 
execution. 
Dinner 
over 
they 
were 
marched into the yard and Co e Younger 
mounted a s ump, which still stands on 
the hotel premises at Monegaw Springs, 
and began an address to the captives. 
He told them that they had changed 
thetr m uds and concluded to let them 
live. 
Then he proceeded to give them 
a general lecture on the danger of, and 
the proper use of, firearms, saying that 
they should not be handled except by 
those who thoroughly understood them 
and weie trained in using them. 
He 
said they won d return their horses to 
them and allow them to ride back to 
Appleton City, but that their arms would 
be sent later. 
In this last promise, as 
well as the first, he kept his word. 


It is traditional that two propositions 
were made by the Younger brothers to 
give themselves up on the condition tha* 
the Governor of the State would guar 
an tee them fair treatment, but that the 
Governor in each case refused. 
This is 
one of the claims of the friends of the 
brothers. 
They claim that they were 
thus compelled when once fugitives to 
fly from place to place and to make 
their living in an unlawful way or give 
up to the mercies of a prejudiced and 
much embitiered people.

FREIGHT CAR FAMINE. 


The^I^ennsylvania to ..Kemedy the 
£vil by Adding: to Its fquipment 
"]¥ew8 of the I>ay. 


There has been a car famine for the 
past month, -which has embarrassed the 
freight traffic of the Pennsylvania. A 
recent resolution of the directors will 
remedy the evil, and proposals are to be 
received for equipping the system, in- 
cluding the lines west of Pittsburg, 
with 6,000 new cars. They are to be 
delivered at the rate of 600 a Week» 


In explaining the situation^ an official 
of the Pennsylvania from Philadelphia 
said to a S e n t i n e l reporter this morn- 
ing: 


"The addition of this rolling stock 
will be of direct benefit to the entire 
country. 
Freight cars are like money, 
as far as circulation is concerned. In 
an incredibly short period a car sent out 
on our Pittsburg lines is shifted about 
until it gets on some line in Southern 
California or Florida. Of course it is 
expensive for the railroad company 
owning the rolling stock, but under the 
present system there is no remedy. A 
car of frieght may be billed from Pitts- 
burg to Seattle and travel over a num- 
ber of railroad lines. 
When it is un- 
loaded it is often used in local freight 
business and, despite the car tracers, 
many an impoverished road conducts its 
business with rolling stock of some more 
prosperous railroad company. 
They 
only have to pay three-fourths of a cent 
per mile for the use of a freight car. Of 
course in busy times this is a mere bag- 
atelle to a railroad company that owns 
it. 
The latter company, as the rush in 
business is over, can ©nly sidetrack the 
car. 
When business becomes brisk 
again it is sent out on the road and cap 
tured by one of these companies. " 
UNLOAD YOUB CARS. 
The Pennsylvania comj)any, which 
has been so much troubled in moving its 
cars promptly, on account of shippers 
not loading them promptly and con- 
signees not unloading them aï! quickly 
as placed in position to do so, have is- 
sued a circular which will stir shippers 
up, the order taking effect November 1. 
The order says: 


The present demand for transporta- 
tion exceeds the ability of this comj^any 
to fully ineet the wants of the public 
and believing our equipment is ample if 
it can be properly utilized, WB are, in 
justice to our customers, compelled to 
take some action that will prevent the 
prevailing unnecessary delay to cars 
containing freight that is usually loaded 
or unloaded by the owijer br consignee 
of the property. 
Fot the reason above 
stated our a'gents are instructed that 
on and after November 1 a charge of 
$1 per car per day, or fraction 
thereof, will be made on all cars 
which are delayed in the loading or un- 
loading, beyond forty-eight hours after 
deliveiy upon the side track> oi points 
where it is customary for shipjiers to load 
or consignees to unload. Similar terms 
are in effect at points where car-service 
associations have been formed, and at 
all other stations our agents will bo in- 
structed to enforce the rule without res 
pect to persons, and it i» hoped that 
shippers and consignees will cheerfully 
release cal-s within the stated time, and 
thus assist the company in promptly 
furuishing 
transportation for them- 
selves and other customers.
